During the same period covered 
by those raids on Monday, Tues- 
day and Wednesday, the Navy 
said, warships shelled two enemy- 
held atolls in the Marshalls. Those 
atolls were not identified.

SPRANG FROM KWAJALEIN 

There was a possibility that the 
Wake raid sprang from Kwajalein 
atoll in the Marshalls, conquered 
last week by American Doughboys 
and Marines.

LONDON, Feb. 10.—(4)—United 
States Flying Fortresses, Liber- 


ators and long-range fighters 
smashed 84 German aircraft from 
the skies today during co-ordi- 
nated raids on the Nazi manufac- 
ing city of Brunswick and the 
Gilze-Rijen air base in Holland, 
from which 29 of the heavy bomb- 
ers and eight of the fighters failed

Mustangs, Thunderbolts and 
Lightnings of the fighter escort 
were credited by a United States 
Army communique with destroy- 
ing 55 of the German interceptors 
which rose to challenge the raid- 
ers—a hew record for a single day 
—and bomber gunners accounted 
for at least 29 more. 

Fortresses escort.1 by fighters 
of all three types struck the new 
blow at Brunswick, an important 
German aircraft parts manufac- 
turing city. The value’ the Ger- 
mans put upon its defense was 
reflected in the communique an- 
nouncement that the fighter op- 
position was heavy. 

A later official statement said 
the Flying Fortresses ran into 
“one of the fiercest defenses the 
enemy has yet sent against them,” 
and crewmen estimated the Nazis 
had sent aloft between 200 and 
300 hters.

The American loss of 29 big 
bombers today was nearly 50 per 
cent greater than in the last 
Brunswick attack, when 20 fell, 
but 60 were shot down on Jan- 
uary 11.

Adolf Hitler, throwing the book 
at the Fifth Army’s beachhead in 
a desperate attempt to give war- 
weary Germany a great, much- 
needed victory, is rushing in 
troops from everywhere available 
and putting them into the battle 
raging there, said a dispatch yes- 
terday from Kenneth L. Dixon, of 
the Associated Press. 

Troops from northern Italy, 
southern France and even Ger- 
many are being rushed into the 
fighting. 

Obviously, after an 18-month 
diet of defeat, Hitler thinks he has 
the opportunity to hand the Ger- 
man people a dramatic victory. 

He has called top-notch pilots 
from other theaters in his bid to 
knock out the Allied threat to 
Rome. He has massed armored 
strength unparalleled in this the- 
ater for an attempt to crash into 
the beachhead’s defenders from 
the north, hoping to cut off the 
Allied forces from the sea.

7-Man Patrol Kills 25 Nazis 


In ‘Sneak’ Behind Enemy

WITH AMERICAN INFANTRY

The other two patrolers who 
were unwounded are Private 
Thomas Dressel, of Poughkeepsie, 
N. Y., a 24-year-old farmer, and 
Private Jesse McKnight, 22, also 
a farmer from Bonham, Texas. 
Fisco has special patrol talents 
because of his ability to remain 
perfectly quiet -while awaiting 
butterflies. He told me after re- 
turning that of the 25 Germans 
killed by the patrol, eight were in 
foxholes, 12 were in a barn, three 
were in a machinegun nest hidden 
in a haystack and two were rifle- 
men who tried to rush the patrol. 


“We started at 11 in the morn- 
ing and crawled for six hours in 
a ditch for 3,000 yards,” Fisco said, 
“at 5 p. m. we spotted the enemy 
in foxholes only 150 yards away. 
We advanced another 50 yards 
when we came to a ditch. Two 
of us then took flank positions 
and the other five made a direct 
attack, 

“One of our men rushed a barn, 
kicking open the door with his 
foot and tossing in hand grenades. 
Somebody shot some lead but he 
already had killed 12 Germans in 
the barn. 

8 MORE NAZIS DIE 

“IT was going after the foxholes 
which I combed with my tommy- 
gun. [I killed at least eight 
Krauts as that’s the number I saw 
when I started firing and they 
never once budged again in those 
foxholes, 

“Dressel accounted for three 
machinegunners when he rushed 
their nest singlehanded. Two 
riflemen who attempted to inter- 
fere with our withdrawal were 
wiped out by McKnight. 

“One of the most tragic episodes 
of the patrol action was the 
wounding of one of our men so 
badly that he couldn’t walk. We 
tried to carry him but he refused, 
saying: ‘You fellows escape. I’m 
finished so I’ll stay behind and 
kill as many Jerries as I can.’ 

“Another member of the patrol 
who was wounded in the right 
arm shifted his revolver over to 
his left and aimed and fired the 
best he could. 

“Withdrawing from the enemy 
position was the hardest part. We 
tossed out smoke grenades, pull- 
ing back behind the smoke. We 
also fired constantly at the en- 
emy on the other side and also 
lobbed hand grenades.”

Laughs When Japanese 
Report Chicago Bombed 


(This is the 13th installment of the late Lieutenant Colonel W. E. 
Dyess’ story of life amid the barbarities of Japanese prison camps 


in the Philippines after the fall 


of Bataan. He was killed in an 


airplane crash on the west coast last December 22 after his escape 
from the Japs and return to the United States.)

When the American officers and men who had been captured on 
Corregidor began arriving at O’Donnell prison camp in Tarlec prov- 


ince we learned the truth of what 

The Japs had retaliated swiltly 
when Major General Edward P. 
King refused to surrender Cor- 
regidor along with Bataan on 
April 9. The general told the Japs 
that he did not have the authority. 
For a month the enemy gave The 
Rock a daily and nightly pasting. 

Every day we could see and 
hear the bombers as they passed 
‘over O'Donnell camp on the way 
to and from Corregidor. The sur- 
render same on May 6 and the 
Japs demanded of General Jona- 
than M. Wainwright that he also 
hand over the southern islands of 
the Philippines group, since with 
the departure of General MacAr- 
thur. General Wainwright became 
chief in command. 

MASSACRE THREATENED 

When General Wainwright de- 
murred, the Corregidor prisoners 
were massed in a seaplane hangar 
and the Japs let it be known they 
were being held as hostages; that 
they would be massacred unless 
s1] the islands were surrendered. 
Eventually, we were told, the 
general broadcast an appeal to the 
defenders of the southern islands 
asking that they lay down their 
arms “in the cause of humanity.” 

The prisoners were kept in their 
crowded and unsanitary prison 10 
days. There was only one water 
hydrant in the place and no sani- 
tary facilities. After Wainwright’s 
appeal, all were loaded into boats 
and taken to the foot of Dewey 
boulevard, Manilla. 

When the boats still were in 
water shoulder deep, the prisoners 
were ordered to jump out and 
wade ashore. Thus bedraggled, 
they were forced to march through 
the streets, exposed to the curses 
and abuse of Jap soldiers. One 
man, suffering from malaria and 


beri beri. died during the march. | 


GIVE UP HOPE 

The victims then were started 
on another march, to prison camps 
in the interior. When those of 
them destined for O’Donnell ar- 
rived, we bade farewell to our 
hopes of a return to the United 
States. 


During the last days at O’Don.-| 


nell I was chosen to accompany 
a detail being sent to Clark Field 


—the old home of the 2ist Pur-| 


suit squadron. We were to clean 
up the wreckage in preparation 
for Jap soldiers who were to ar- 
rive later in the day. 


When they (the Japs) came they. 


let us pretty well alone. One of- 
' ficer, however, whose rank was 
equivalent to that of an American 
first lheutenant, seemed to take a 


liking to me and made me follow.

He had fought at Singapore, in 
China, and on Bataan. He spoke 
some English and with the few 
Jap words I knew we could talk 
quite well. 
PROUD OF HIS SWORD 

He was proud of his sword

“Japanese soldier very brave; |

I always would reply: “Ameri-

We spent all afternoon and the 
‘following night carrying men from 
our quarters to the loading place. 
| We slept on the wet ground until 
_time to start. Then we were lined 
‘up in the sun. There were no 
trucks. We were ordered to march. 

Supporting those who were too 
weak to walk alone we straggled 
down the feeder road to the main 
highway. As we passed through 
‘the gates and into the hot high- 
way I figured that we were on 
another death march and that we 
'would lose about half of our sev- 
‘eral hundred men. 
| Then the trucks came. They 
| were Japanese army trucks, but 
'they looked like home. There were 
‘Fords, Chevrolets, GMCs, and 
‘many others. 

_ The Japs overloaded every one 
of them, packing prisoners in un- 
| til there wasn’t room to move. 
We didn’t care. however. We were 
riding. 
| We probably wouldn’t have 
been so cheerful if we had known 
what was in store for us at Caba- 
natuan. After two and one-half 
‘hours of jolting and jogging we 
were there.

The salvos from many cannon, 
falling into the little community 
less than 100 acres in extent, 
equaled a sudden heavy bombing 
raid, Bigart said.

Again, two hours later, the guns 
roared anew, blasting a German 
assault force driving toward a 
point where a highway passes 
under an abandoned railway. 
Without the underpass the Ger- 
mans cannot commit the full force 
of their heavy tanks, Bigart said. 

There was no promise of relief 
for the landing forces from Lieu- 
tenant General Mark W. Clark’s 
main Fifth Army, which for a 
week had been stymied within the 
ruins of Cassino, 50 airline miles 
away. Yesterday’s advices said 
bitter house-to-house fighting still 
was in progress there, with the 
Germans literally resisting to the 
death. Monte Cassino, which rears 
just northwest of the town and is 
the key to its defensés, remained 
in the enemy’s possession at latest 
report. 


PATTERSON CONFIDENT 


The Italian campaign has been 
slow, bitter and bloody but, says 
Acting Secretary of War Robert P. 
Patterson, the Allied troops are 
starting to forge ahead at Cassino 
and the Anzio beachhead near 
Rome is “firmly established.” 
The confident outlook in the face 


of grave German threats to the 
Fifth Army positions was given at 
a press conference in Washington 
in which Patterson § stressed he 
was not minimizing the situation. 

Yet. he declared, the Anglo- 
American troops at Anzio have 
yielded Only “a small amount of 
ground,” have effectively warded 
off attacks, beaten back a number 
of enemy tanks and taken a num- 
ber of prisoners. 

The Italian mainland campaign 
has cost 3,707 lives to date, 16,510 
wounded and 5,448 missing, he re- 
ported. 

The full weight of the German 
thrust there is still to come and 
that “is not to be minimized,” Pat- 
terson said. The Nazis have 
brought up tanks, artillery and 
fresh air strength and “their long- 
range artillery fire from inland 
hills extends as far as Anzio har- 
bor.”

POPE’S HOME BOMBED 

The Vatican radio said last 
night that Castel Gandolfo, the 
Pope’s summer residence near the 
Anzio bridgehead in Italy, has 
been bombed for the third time. 

“Other Vatican property also 
was bombed,” the Vatican said, 
quoting the newspaper Osservatore 
Romano, in a broadcast recorded 
by the Associated Press. Another 
listening post said the Vatican ra- 
dio reported the latest bombing of 
the papal summer residence oc- 
curred yesterday.

‘Name Not Given’ 

“An American military official,” who declined to be quoted 
by name, was the alleged source of a news story of this week, 
from Washington, which criticized “the non-appearance of any 
bold Allied political warfare.” 

Now that criticism may be fully justified. The general public, 
however, is hardly in position to know. International political 
moves are, of necessity, matters of secrecy until they have develop- 
ed to that stage where they may be profitably made public. What 
is going on behind the scenes cannot be told. It is only because 
of the trust we have in our leagers that we know they are not 
misrepresenting America nor committing the United States to 
any policy public opinion would not approve. 

However, regardless of the justice or injustice of the criticism 
in the story referred to, the habit of withholding the name of the 
individual source of a news story, or opinion, is becoming too 
common. There is great danger in the practice. If an official 
expresses opinion, he should have the courage to back his views 
with his name. If good reason prevents him using his name, it 
would be better by far if he refrained from saying anything at all. 

While there is‘ no criticism intended here for the reporters 
who write these stories from unidentified sources, nevertheless 
the practice contains within itself the possibility of serious abuse 
and could, if used by unscrupulous reporters or commentators, 
become a dangerous weapon of uncontrolled propaganda. 


“I cannot make coal,” confesses hard Harold Ickes—and so 
passes the age of miracles in lively Washington. Anyway, the 
necessary rabbit is now much larger than the hat. 


Is This Monotonous? 

Perchance there are some who think enough has been written, 
and said, on the theme of War Bond buying. Perhaps there are 
Atlantans who consider it monotonous to continue harping upon 
the need for universal purchase of bonds in this, now drawing fast 
to a close, Fourth War Loan. 

If such there be, let us remind that unbroken hours of existence 
under the fire of enemy guns on the beachhead of Anzio grow 
monotonous, too. That life in a foxhole on some steaming tropical 
island in the Pacific must be boring, after a day or two or more. 
That there is little to relieve the boredom of the aviator who 
waits. week after week, on a tiny dot of land in the South Pacific 
for the rescue which may, or may not, come, 

Boring or not, monotonous or not, the truth must be driven 
home into every American, every Georgian, every Atlanta heart 
that duty has not been done until bonds have been purchased— 
now, this week—to that amount which brings painful self-denial 
and sacrifice. 

To buy to the utmost is simple duty, for us. If we would win 
the commendation of our own conscience, we must, in the words 
of all citations for merit, buy bonds “beyond the call of duty.” 


It being maintained by the Nazis, and conceded by us, that 
Versailles was a grave mistake, let the next peace meeting dispense 
with a reading of the minutes and get on at once to the extreme 
penalty. 


Obvious Answer 

Criticism, in the British House of Lords, of the war policy of 
bombing German cities into extermination can have but one 
answer. Lord Lang, former archbishop of Canterbury, and the 
Bishop of Chichester, are reported to have protested these bomb- 
ings and declared there is no need for the Allies to copy the 
barbarities of a barbarian like Hitler. 

The answer is obvious. It is the belief of many military leaders 
that the war can be won, that Germany can be driven to sur- 
render, by all-out air attack. Whether this belief is true or not, | 
it is certainly true that the more Germany suffers under air 
bombing, the easier it will be for our land forces to smash her 
military machine. 

Which, in simple logic, means that we shall have to pay a 
smaller price in the lives of our men than we would pay if the 
bombers were less thorough in their work. Even today the results 
are seen in making the road of victory easier for our Russian ally. 

And if, by bombing the homes of the Germans who, whether 
Nazis or not, must bear the responsibility for the death, criminality 
and barbarity they have inflicted on the world, we can save the 
life of one American or British boy, those bombings are worth | 
while.. That is the answer.

A night ago I was invited to eat with the 
members of the Atlanta Restaurant Association. 
Before I left for this dinner one of my friends 
Sighed with envy. 

“I’]l bet those birds really put on a dinner,” he said. “After 
telling people all day there are no steaks, chops, caviar,, cheese, 
hollandaise sauce, and so on, they probably pull down the shades 
and sit down to a feast which includes rare or well-done roast beef, 
four-inch steaks with French fried onions, English mutton chops, 
and four kinds of cheese with-*roquefort and camembert with Eng- 
lish biscuits for dessert.

The dinner began with a chicken broth. There was then roast 
turkey, dressing, sweet potatoes and peas. There were celery and 
olives on the table. A salad course followed and dessert was a 
cherry roll with a pastry ax sunk into the log, the handle tilted 
high. It was a really spectacular dessert. 

These Negroes had gone to the school after their regular jobs. 
The school was held at Washington High school. The graduates all 
have jobs ready for them. They will rate a better wage because 
of their training. The restaurant keepers are enthusiastic about 
it and hope to see the school carried on even though the war does 
create a shortage of students. It is an excellent idea which ought 
to be adopted by other business organizations. 


IT’S FEBRUARY This set me to thinking. It was last August, 

as I recall, that the Readers Digest carried 
an article by Mr. Louis Bromfield, an excellent professional writer 
and amateur farmer. 

It shrieked of famine by February. As I recall, Mr. Bromfield 
put his head in his hands and said he could hardly bear to look 
forward to the winter. 

This would be brought about by muddling in Washington, he 
said, in the manner adopted by those with a complex for saving the 
world. 

“I would rather not think about next February,” he said. “By 
then most of our people will be living on a diet well below the 
nutrition level.” 

Well, here it is February and we are still eating. It is true that 
meat is scarce but only because points are scarce. Still, we usually 
manage to have a fairly good piece of meat for those Sunday din- 
ners when we don’t prefer a roast hen or fried chicken. It is sur- 
prising, too, how many persons are taking these hens right out of 
their own flocks. 

Whipped cream and the rich sauces are gone for the duration, 
but that is good for us. Only the gourmets mourn them. Cheese 
is scarce but it is astonishing what a fine job American cheese 
makers are doing. 

We are going in rather heavy for fish and chickens. We are 
having meat loafs more often. We are learning that brains and 
sweetbreads and liver go very well indeed. Those who know their 
gastronomic secrets have discovered what magnificent dishes can 
be made with plebian tripe. Oxtail soup is swell. 

I don’t know how Mr. Bromfield is eating, but I imagine he is 
comfortably fed and is not having to eat limes to keep off scurvy 
or take vitamin shots to prevent pellagra. I'll bet he is as fat and 
as sassy as ever. 


FOOD SUBSIDIES '- There are a great many prophets today. 
Too many of them prophesy out of wish- 


ful thinking. There has been muddling in Washington, of course, 
and there will be more, 

But the facts are there is less muddling than we have had in 
any other great emergency. Food prices are high. Many are too 
high. 
They are going higher, too, from all indications. 

The Republicans in congress, joined by some southern Demo- 
crats, apparently think the housewives of America want to pay 
more for food. 

They think the housewives will pay more just so they can pay 
off the pressure farm bloc group and the food processing groups 
interested in higher prices. 

If they do that the diet of the average American will fall off. 
It will mean that all food prices, notably milk and bread, will shoot 
sky high within a day or two after such an action. 

I think the President will veto it. And one may hope he will do 
so with a strong rebuke to those who would raise the cost of food 
to increase the profits of a few. 

Well, as I said, here it is February and we still are eating and 
I imagine Mr. Bromfield is doing all right.

Penitentiary Visit 
. And Some Memories 


I was reading, a few minutes ago, Westbrook 
Pegler’s story of the convict in solitary confine- 
ment for half a lifetime or more, who had made 
of himself an authority on the diseases of 
canaries. And it awoke memory of a life-term prisoner I once met 
in the Ontario penitentiary at Kingston, Ont. 

I visited that institution one afternoon and was shown over the 
place by the warden. 

They have, there, separate churches for the different groups. 
Nonconformist, Catholic, Jew, Church of England. In one of these, 
I forget which, a prisoner, about 30 years of age or a little older, 
was engaged in painting really beautiful murals around the walls. 
The warden introduced us and the man spoke pleasantly and well. 
He gave every impression of a man of culture and high character. 

Afterwards the warden told me he had committed one of the 
most atrocious of crimes when only 16 years of age. The only thing 
that saved him from hanging was his youth. Instead he was given 
a life sentence with specific provision that he must never be par- 


doned or paroled. He was doomed to die in prison. 
That warden took me to another of the 


NFINISHED TASK 
uv prison churches that afternoon. Here, 


too, there were truly fine mural paintings around approximately 
80 per cent of the walls. The painting ended, unfinished, at one 
spot. 
. “The artist who did that work,” said the warden, “was paroied 
before he finished. His work is so fine we felt it would be im- 
proper to permit any other man to touch it. So we have deliberately 
left it as you see it, unfinished. It has been that way for several 
years now. I suppose the unfinished condition is symbolic of some- 
thing, but you’ll have to work that out for yourself.” 

We walked through the cell blocks, across the mess hall and 
inspected the kitchens. That penitentiary was as fine a place of its 
kind as you could find, at the time I saw it. 

We talked to various prisoners. Some, like the artist, pleasant, 
agreeable fellows. Some, like one man I saw breaking a pile of 
rocks into smaller ones, utterly repulsive in appearance and surly 
in manner, 

“There are all sorts and conditions of men in a prison,” said the 
warden. “But, roughly speaking, I would say half of them are 
characters who have to be confined for the safety of society. They 
are too dangerous to be allowed freedom. 

“The other half, though, always seem to me to be above the 
average in intelligence, and in idealism. Above the average of men 
in the free world, I mean. In fact, many get in prison simply 
through an excess of idealism. They are the dreamers who are 
inclined to be impractical. First thing you know they have vio- 
lated some law and must pay the price. Just because they were too 
impractical to keep clear of illegality. 

“Again, it is not at all uncommon to find a prisoner, upques- 
tionably guilty of some revolting, scarcely human crime, who, save 
for the short time when he went amok, is an exceptionally likable 
and good man. I can’t explain some of the problems in personality 
you find in a prison. And I’ve been a penologist for a score of 
years and more.” 


ABUSE OF TOBACCO A prisoner we passed in a corridor 


looked longingly at my package of 
cigarets. I asked the warden if I might give him the smokes. 
Smiling, the warden shook his head tm negation. 

“I’m sorry,” he said, “but tobacco is forbidden, I'll explain why.” 

Then he told me how a few recalcitrant prisoners had made it 
necessary to deny all tobacco in any form, 

The regulations used to provide for the issuance of a certain 
amount of tobacco per week to each convict who desired it. It was 
issued in plug form for those who chewed and in cut plug for those 
who smoked. 

But the chewers, out of sheer cussedness, started spitting to- 
bacco juice all over the floors and walls. It became impossible to 
keep the place clean and no discipline they could impose was 
effective in stopping the trick. 

So, they ruled that no more chewing tobacco would be given out. 

But the mean prisoners simply chewed smoking tobacco instead 
and continued their surreptitious practice of spitting tobacco juice 
up and down the walls of the mess hall, etc. 

At last the only recourse was to keep tobacco out of the prison 
entirely. 

Truly, prison psychology must be a peculiar thing. Can you 
imagine the stupidity of a few who, just to work off a grudge, 
would penalize all their companions as well as themselves?

PEGLER 
In Solitary 


NEW YORK, Feb. 10.—Some 
weeks ago there came in the mail 
from Minneapolis one of those pri- 
vately-published books which non- 
professional authors are forever 
sending out to persons having ac- 
cess to newsprint and type. This 
one was called “Stroud’s Digest 
of the Diseases of Birds,” and, 
after a glance, I handed it on to 
a friend who runs a large chicken 
farm, believing it might be useful 
in his business. The book was 
soon followed by a letter reveal- 
ing that the author, Robert Stroud, 
had been a prisoner in solitary 
confinement at Leavenworth pris- 
on since 1916 and had recently 
been transferred to Alcatraz 
where he would be unable to con- 
tinue his experiments on birds. 
Meanwhile my friend, the chicken- 
farmer, reported that the book 
was very good, revealing long and 
intelligent study and experiment 
and containing many excellent 
drawings to illustrate the identify- 
ing signs of such maladies and 
injuries as birds, and particularly 
canaries, are prey to. 

Here then, is the story of Robert 
Stroud who has bred, raised and 
nursed canaries through many 
years of isolation from all but the 
most necessary and formal rela- 
tions with other human beings 
and those few guards and doctors, 
who, with the possible exception 
of the late Jesse Pomeroy, has 
spent more time in solitary than 
any other American prisoner, 


Was Pander 


Stroud was born in Seattle in 
1890 and, in 1909, at the age of 19, 
was setting himself up in the 
business of mackerel or pander in 
Juneau, Alaska, starting with a 
stable of one prostitute, some 
years older than himself. One 
morning the lady came home from 
an engagement with a bartender 
and reported that he had paid her 
only $2. Stroud went to the bar- 
tender’s quarters and shot him 
dead, robbed him of such money 
as he had on his clothes and 
brought it home. For this he got 
12 years on a charge of man- 
slaughter, being tried in the fed- 
eral court because the crime oc- 
curred in federal territory. He was 
sent to McNeill Island prison 
where he had served 28 months, 
when he attacked and wounded 
another prisoner with a knife, He 
got six months additional time for 
this and was transferred to 
Leavenworth. There, in 1916, he 
sneaked up behind a guard in the 
mess hall and stabbed him dead 
with a handmade knife. In the 
federal court he was convicted of 
murder and sentenced to hang, 
but was spared on a commutation 
to life by Woodrow Wilson on his 
own representation that the guard 
had been persecuting him. 


Canaries 


The warden of Leavenworth, 
taking no more chances, put him 
in solitary where Stroud, casting 
about for a hobby to occupy his 
timeless existence, began to show 
an interest in books about. canar- 
ies. The warden let him have a 
few birds, got him a microscrope 
and literature and presently there 


| were canaries all over the place. 
| He was never allowed out of his 
cell 


with other prisoners. For 
exercise he was permitted an hour 
or two a day alone in a little 
recreation yard opening off the 
solitary cells. The birds became 
a nuisance, however, so the war- 
den gave Stroud some cages, and 
he made even better progress, ex- 
perimenting with breeds, feeding 
and medicines to cure their ills. 
He casually mentions that in the 
summer of 1938 he was “engaged 
in some experiments with white 
canaries, to produce pastel pink 
and lavender plumage by feeding 
them on organic dyestuffs.” He 
even describes methods of setting, 
splinting and restricting the use 
of broken wings and legs, and his 
reminiscences of victories over in- 
jury and disease in individual 
birds are related with tender af- 
fection as well as with informing 
realism, 


Now in Alcatraz 


Stroud, now 53 years old and 
having spent 11 more years of his 
life in solitary than he ever spent 
free as a child and young man, 
probably will die in prison as a 
restricted inmate, even in the 
maximum security of Alcatraz, 
where such unrestricted bad men 
as Basil Banghart and Machine- 
gun Kelly enjoy a relatively privi- 
leged life. He was sent to Alca- 
traz in December, 1942, for rea- 
sons which the Bureau of Prisons 
considers to be good. His book is 
dedicated to his friends and to 
his enemies “whose mean, little 
or thieving souls, actuated by 
spite, bigotry, jealousy, sadism, 
vindictiveness, or ignorance, by 
their very opposition have stimu- 
lated me to greater effort and 
accomplishment than would have 
otherwise been possible for me.” 

He no longer has his canaries.

Walker Behind 
Ban on V-Mail Kisses? 


I hope and trust that Mr. Frank Walker, 
duly appointed postmaster general and self- 
anointed custodian of public morals, will move 
with all due alacrity to reprimand, and severely, 
employes of the New York Army post office. 


It is these crass characters, you will remember, who have had 
the temerity to overrule an ultimatum by Chicago postal authorities 
to the effect that—after Monday, which is, appropriately enough, 
Valentine’s Day—no more V-mail will be accepted bearing lip-stick 
kisses. 


This ruling, as anyone who has missed his Esquire well realizes, 
was directly in keeping with Mr. Walker’s continuing efforts to 
keep his mails unsullied. 


There is, Mr. Walker undoubtedly reasoned, little to which a 
kiss—even a reproduced one—might not conceivably lead. Thus it 
was mete and proper that V-mail osculation should be banned. 


One could wish, however, that Mr. Walker had-had the courage 
to come out flat-footedly and admit that it was in the interest of 
morality rather than try, as his Chicago associates did so poorly, 
to lay the blame on the technicalities of photographic reproduction. 


Virtue being its own reward, however, it is fairly obvious that 
Mr. Walker was merely hiding his light under a mail bag and letting 
the credit for his commendable vigilance go to others. 


Be that as it may, I hope, now that the gantlet has been flung, 
that Mr. Walker will take immediate action to bring about the dis- 
missal of the New York lewdsters who would weaken the moral fiber 
of our service men by allowing obscene and indecent lip-stick Kisses 
to be sent them at mail call.

Marshalls Victory 


Won With Amazing Ease 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 10.—Not until the final 
official reports are in will it be possible to de- 
velop a clearer explanation of the startling ease 
with which we won such a notable victory over 
the Japanese in the Marshall Islands. 

Military authorities, in surveying the quick sweep our forces 
made of the islands, have cited a number of factors, with hints that 
new and secret tactics may have been employed. For the most part, 
however, the consensus seems to be that the great victory is to be 
attributed, more than anything else, to the lessons we learned at 
Tarawa, 

Tarawa has been described as the costliest action in all Marine 
Corps history. There we suffered casualties of more than 3,000 
men, upwards of a third of whom were killed. By contrast we 
captured the key atoll in the Marshalls group, supposedly a much 
stronger fortified position, with a casualty list of only 1,516, in- 
cluding 286 killed, 1,148 wounded and 82 missing. 

At Tarawa we sent our forces in after a preliminary naval and 
air bombardment which was thought sufficient to reduce all forti- 
fications to rubble. It later developed that the bombardment had 
done little real damage to the well-built Jap underground positions. 
They crawled out of their concrete emplacements after the naval 
barrage was lifted and slaughtered our men as they went ashore, 

In the Marshalls we. proceeded a little differently—far more 
thoroughly. For one thing, a much greater céncentration of bombard- 
ment by heavy naval guns and air attacks was used in the pre 
liminary softening-up process. Instead of the 2,900 tons of bombs 
and projectiles laid down on Tarawa, we directed more than 5,000 
tons, plus several hundred tons of air bombs, at the Kwajalein atoll, 


SURPRISE AN ELEMENT Another point in our favor was 


the element of surprise. The Japs 
had been led to believe that we would never attack the heart of 
the Marshalls first. They had expected us to strike at the outer 
fringe of the islands, in keeping with tactics we have employed 
heretofore in the South Pacific. 

For 30 days in advance of the invasion we had subjected this 
outer fringe of the islands to continuous air bombardment. There 
is speculation that these attacks may have caused the Japs to weaken 
the main garrison in the Kwajalein atoll by the transfer of troops 
to the eastern fringe, which was by-passed. 

But whatever the effect of this strategy, the comparative ease 
with which we took the key atoll may be credited to the concen- 
trated naval bombardment more than anything else. Our battle 
fleet, said to be the greatest force of its kind ever assembled, was 
able to move within a mile of shore, permitting our big 12 and 16- 
inch naval guns to fire at practically point-blank range at Japanese 
shore batteries and concrete emplacements. The destruction wrought 
from these guns was enough to make the task of the invading force 
simple. 

While the effect of the Marshalls victory is enormously en- 
couraging and means that at long last we have set foot on the main 
high road to Tokyo, our military leaders warn that it would be 
unwise for us to assume that the fight has gone out of Japan and 
that hereafter we will have easy sailing in the Pacific. 


LONG WAY TO GO On the contrary, authorities agree that 

we still have a long ways to go. What 
has happened is that we have merely cracked the outer armor of 
Japan’s system of defense. 

Not until we get back into the Philippines will the road to Japan 
lie dead ahead. And it is not likely that we will attempt to get 
there until we have moved into the Caroline Islands, centering on 
the great enemy naval base of Truk, then Wake, Guam and the 
Marianas islands. Movement in the direction of these islands may 
be expected to come only after we have cleared the Marshals. 

What we have accomplished in the Marshalls is all the more 
astonishing in view of the fact that the Japs have been fortifying 
them for some 25 years. We had expected to find far heavier 
fortifications there than we did at Tarawa, which had been occus 
pied by the Japs only for about 18 months. 

One of the points to be cleared up in the final official reports 
is whether the Tarawa fortifications, by virtue of being nearer, 
were superior to those of earlier vintage in the Marshalls. That 
might explain, in part, our easier victory. 

But the victory, whatever the contributory causes, cannot be 
attributed to any suddenly developed weakness of the enemy. It 
is the product of superb tactical skill and intense planning by our 
naval heads, described by British observers as the most magnificent 
performance of the kind ever put on. The country has a right 
to take great pride in the work of our admirals and men. 

In passing, it should be mentioned, also, that the Japs, if they 
do not already know it, are in for something of a shock when they 
learn that several of the battleships taking part in the Marshalls 
action are among those which they claimed to have sunk in the 
sneak attack on Pearl Harbor. All of the damage inflicted on the 
great ships has been repaired. They are now at sea looking for an 
~ Vregd to revenge the treacherous blow struck on December 
7, 1941.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 10.—(4)— 
The House Banking Committee to- 
day approved, 16-5, a bill to pre- 
vent the Federal Reserve System 
from enforcing a regulation de- 
signed to check absorption of ex- 
change charges by member banks. 

Bankers from all parts of the 
country had appeared before the 
committee to protest the regula- 
tion, known as “Q,” on the grounds 
that it would seriously affect oper- 
ations of smaller banks. 

The Federal Reserve System 
had argued that absorption of the 
exchanges by member banks on 
items handled for rf eee man 
banks was in effect the payment 
of interest on demand deposits, 
which is not permitted by law. 

The bill was introduced by Rep- 
resentative Brown, Democrat, 
Georgia.

Athletes, for some reason, aren’t as 
Shorter Careers durable as they used to be. I mean, they 
don't last as long, their careers don’t extend over the period that 
was par for the old-timers. 

War has cut into athletic careers now, but even before then 
athletes were wearing out more quickly. It may have been caused 
by softer living and too many luxuries.

Cobb, who had a 25-year career in baseball, and the many 
others who lived to a ripe old age after long and arduous 
diamond or ring careers.

But in the service boxing is used to teach young men 
self-confidence and coolness under pressure and it equips them for 
hand-to-hand combat, as Colonel Harvey L. Miller, U. S. Marine 
Corps, so ably points out in an article in the current Esquire. It’s 
titled, “Boxing Needs No Defense.”

Eat Bread, Cereals 
For High Nutritive Value 


By Sally Saver. 

Fortunately for us here in America there is no shortage in one large 
and important food group—the grains. The family of grains, which 
includes wheat, rye, corn, rice, oats and barley, supplies a very wide 
variety of breads and cereals for human beings and feed for poultry 
and animals. And as long as any nation has a plentiful supply of 
grains, hunger is indeed a long way off. 

Some of the grains are better than others, of course. Wheat and 
oats are among the best, while corn, a staple food of the south, is one 
of the poorer grains. Whole wheat breads and cereals and oatmeal 
are good sources of the “B” group of vitamins, minerals and proteins. 
White rice is a good carbohydrate, as is corn; but, like corn, it lacks 
the anti-neuritic and anti-pellagra vitarnins and minerals. Unpolished 
or brown rice contains these vitamins. The. nutritive value of all 
grains, whether used in breads or cereals, is greatly increased by cook- 
ing or serving with milk. Whole wheat bread and milk, or oatmeal 
served with whole milk, come just as near as simple combinations can 
to make a balanced meal. Which reminds me of a nutrition class 
under an outstanding lecturer. Concluding a study of very restricted 
diets such as the class had done for very low income groups, he 
said with emphasis: “The more restricted the diet, because of lack of 
money or other cause, the closer you’d better stick to bread and milk.” 


A wise selection of cereals and breadstuffs can do much toward 
building up the protein content of meat-rationed meals. Read the 
labels on packages in order to buy the whole grains, as far as possi- 
ble, or buy the enriched product if whole grains aren’t available. If 
you use a great deal of white flour and meal, even the “enriched” 
ones, make whole wheat biscuits or muffins, or oatmeal muffins often. 
And serve cereals with brown sugar, molasses, raisins, to step up the 
food value. Make breads with milk as far as possible. Make oatmeal 
cookies often. Add cereals to the meat to stretch it for a meat ioaf 
or in making meat balls. Many tasty desserts may be created of 
cereals. The following suggestions are offered to aid in the wider and 
better use of the important and unrationed cereals and grain foods. 


Steamed Brown Bread 

1 cup enrighed white flour 1 cup bran 

; s os — 1 cup small raisins 

1 cup enriched farina 1 cup molasses 

1 cup quick oats 1 cup sour milk or buttermilk 

Sift flour, measure and sift again with salt and soda. Stir in farina, 
oats, bran and raisins. Mix well. Add molasses slowly, add milk. 
Stir until batter is smooth. Batter will be thin, but do not add more 
flour. Pour into well-greased tube pan, tin cans or brown bread mold. 
If container has no tight-fitting lid, cover with double thickness of 
waxed paper and tie with a string. Steam for 3 hours. Turn out of 
container at once. Serve hot or cold. 


Oatmeal Muffins 


11-2 cups enriched flour 1-4 cup vitamin-enriched 
4 teaspoons baking powder margarine 
1 teaspoon salt _ 
1-2 cup quick oats cs 
1 cup milk 


1-4 cup water 

Sift and measure flour. Sift again with baking powder and salt. 
Stir in quick oats and sugar. Cut in margarine until it disappears. 
Break in egg and milk. Mix very lightly, only enough to moisten dry 
ingredients. Mixture will be lumpy. Fill well-greased muffin pans 
two-thirds full. Brush with milk. Sprinkle with 1-2 cup quick oats 
mixed with 1 tablespoon melted margarine. Bake in hot oven, 400 


degrees, 20 to 25 minutes. Makes 2 dozen 244-inch muffins. 


Other Ways With Cereals 


Baked Croquettes: Season left-over mashed potatoes well with 
salt, pepper, onion juice and Worcestershire sauce; add a little chopped 
left-over meat, if desired. Moisten with left-over gravy or milk. Form 
into croquettes; roll in slightly crushed corn, wheat or bran flakes. 
Bake in greased pan in hot oven (400 degrees F.) 20 minutes. 


Chocolate Farina Dessert:, Scald 2 cups milk in top of double 
boiler; add 1-3 cup farina slowly, stirring until thickened. Cover; cook 
20 minutes. Dissolve 1-2 cup sugar, 1-4 teaspoon salt and 2 table- 
spoons cocoa in 1-4 cup water; add to farina. Cook 5 minutes. If 
desired, add 1-4 cup chopped nuts. Serve hot with milk or cream 
Serves 4. 

Cereal Topped Custards: Make up your usual recipe for baked 
custard, pouring it into individual custard cups or a large shallow 
casserole. Top with wheat and barley kernels; sprinkle with brown 
sugar and spice. Bake as usual. Serve hot or cold. 


Supper Casserole: In a casserole arrange a layer of cubed un- 
cooked eggplant; cover with a layer of crushed wheat biscuits. Top 
with a layer of cooked or canned tomatoes; sprinkle with salt and 
pepper. Cover with another layer of crushed wheat biscuits and 
grated cheese. Bake in a moderately hot oven (375 degrees F.) 20 
to 30 minutes.

Get Rid of Dowager’s Hump 


By Ida Jean Kain. 


A woman would rather have a 
bunion than a dowager’s hump. 
She can stand a twinge of pain bet- 
ter than having her age padded, 
and there’s no deyning that fat, 
perched impudently at the nape 
of the neck, does add years. The 
fact that it is sometimes called a 
bump of knowledge is no conso- 
lation. If you have one, the only 
thing about it that could please 
you would be to get rid of it. 


Well, you can literally iron out 
this bump into a nice, smooth, 
young line. The treatment is ex- 
ercise. The best kind works the 
muscles at the nape of the neck 
and between the shoulders, with 
the head held erect. You should 
avoid any which incline the head 
forward, for this may help the 
bump to grow. 


Here is a fairly easy, fast-work- 
ing set. 

1. Hold a towel back of the 
head and pull it taut by the ends. 
Push against the towel with the 
back of the head as you stretch 
up with the neck. Repeat six 
times, then rest. — 

2. Stand erect in good posture 
and turn the head slowly to touch 
the point of the chin to the shoul- 
der tip. Very slowly and delib 
erately lower the head backward 
—don’t just drop it back—ani cir- 
cleslowlyaround to touch the point 
of the chin to other shoulder tip. 
Very slowly and deliberately low- 
er the head backward—don’t just 
drop it back—and circle slowly 
around to touch the point of the 
chin to other shoulder tip. Keep 
your throat muscles tensed 
throughout and, afterwards, relax 
gradually. 

3. Stand erect with shoulders re- 
laxed, arms hanging heavily from 
the shoulders and down at sides. 
Begin with the muscles around 
the hairline at the nape of the 
neck and contract them, slowly 
bringing more of the back muscles 
into the action until the shoul- 


ders are hunched up around your 
ears. Then, working the muscles 
between the shoulder blades ra- 
ther than pushing back with the 
shoulder tips, slowly draw the 
shoulder blades together as tightly 
as possible, hold, and draw them 
downward until shoulder tips are 
in their normal position. The mus- 
cular action should be concentrat- 
ed along the upper part of the 
spinal column and downward. In 
drawing the shoulders back, you 
may have a tendency to let the 
head go forward: this you must 
not do. After you have finished 
with the movement, gradually let 
all the tension go out of the shoul- 
der girdle. 

4. Stand erect, arms folded be 
hind the back and just below the 
shoulder blades. Try to shorten 
the distance between hecd and 
folded arms by tipping head back- 
ward and forcing the arms up- 
ward. The strong contraction of 
the back muscles works directly 
on the hump: Hold for a second, 
relax, and repeat.

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Nazi Force Invaded This Side 


Of Atlantic Early 


NEW YORK, Feb. 10.—(INS)— 
The startling disclosures that Ger- 
many had established an “armed 
invasion force” in the western 


hemisphere early in the war and 
that Nazi planes were flying dur- 
ing 1943 within bomber range of 
North American shores are made 


in the curren{ issue of Collier’s' 
Weekly. by Bernt Balchen and 
Corey Ford. | 

The story of the _ successful | 
fight for control of ice-capped | 
Greenland is related by Balchen | 
who, as a colonel in the VU. S.| 
Army Air Forces, has been in 
command since 1941 of America’s 
northernmost base on that Arctic 
Island, and Ford who is on a spe- 
cial assignment for the air forces. 


In the first of three articles, the 
authors tell how newly-arrived 
Americans discovered the pres- 
ence in Greenland of armed Ger- 
man forces through the ambush- 
shooting of a dog-sled driver. Re- 
vealing as much as national se- 
curity will permit in an article 
cleared by military censors, Bal- 
chen and Ford write: 

“That shot, by a Nazi trooper, 
marked our first fatal conflict 
with the enemy in Greenland: it 
was the initial contact with an 
armed German invasion force 
anywhere in the western hemi 
sphere. You did not know-——the 
facts could not be revealed until 
now—that the Nazis had actually 
established a foothold on this side 


of the Atlantic. You did not know, 


in War! 


all last year, that their planes 
were flying within bombing dis- 
tance of the shores of North 
America. Their submarines, re- 
fueling in Greenland’s fjords, 
were striking at will at our con- 
voys to England and Murmansk, 
Their well-equipped weather sta- 
tion, on the island’s undefended 
east coast, was in daily radio com- 
munication direct with Berlin.” 

For 25 years alleged German 
scientific expeditions had been 
studying the Arctic, from which 
winds and current that set up 
storm fronts for all the North At- 
lantic and Europe, with an eye 
to its future military use, accord- 
ing to Colonel Balchen and Ford 
who add: 


“The Germans knew the impor- 
tance of Greenland. From the out- 
set of the war, Nazi weather 
planes had been patrolling its 
coast; it was advance information 
from Greenland that enabled the 
trapped Scharnhorst (German bat- 
tleship since destroyed in a sea 
battle) and Gneisenau to slip out 
of harbor, under cover of heavy 
fog, and pass unmolested within 
15 miles of the Dover coast. 

“Greenland holds the key to to- 
morrow’s weather in Europe,” say 
Balchen and Ford. “Every bomb- 
ing raid we make over Germany 
depends on our long-range fore- 
casts from the Arctic, The timing, 
indeed the very success, of our 
coming invasion may hinge on the 
fact that we—and not the Nazis— 
have Greenland today.”
